It has been Stid 
that a man can most readily forgive that 
injury which enables him to win a sp:ou- 
dia victory, iloro was tho Ouief Com 
jj missioner-beforehisoonstitnents. lie h id 
been abused and villifled without stint 
through the press and from tho phitform 
during Ilia absence from the district, lie 
had been accused of favoritism, nopot- 
- iam and iiiH!iono^.ty ; of duprivmg settlors 
of their land; of favoring the sureties of 
road coutractors, and of other ofTeuccs too 
numeroas to piention. But when he 
faoed his accusers they had no complaint 
to make; no grievance to redress; no 
questions to asl;. Ihe few wlio propound- 
ed queries were llioso who had boou inis- 
■■ led by f.dso reports; and wlion they ha<l 
"received satisfactory answers they joined 
with the great bulk of tho electors iu 
praising the Administration and ex- 
pressing confidence in their member. 
Some time !igo a silly boast was made by 
our city contemporary, who stated that 
Mr. Walkem could bo returned for any 
' district in tho Province for which he 
'■ mightcboose to stand. This called forth 
a challenge from a well-known citizen 
who invited him to resign his present siMit 
and Hiand for Yale against rtlr. Mara. To 
this hour tho elinlh iige, thon;^b made in 
good fiiith, bus iioi been aceepted . l!efore 
it was made Mr. Walkem had been through 
Yale. He failed to elicit a vote of conli- 
dence anywhere. Since then Mr. Vernon 
has visited tho same district, and has been 
accorded public receptions, addresses and 
voles «f coiilideiico everywhere. From 
these facts the i)iiblio may draw their own 
conclusions as to tho relative popularity 
of the Government and the Opposition in 
rTCale district. • ■

ETJBOPB. ^ * " ' 

Plevna, Deo 11.— For the last three 
days tho Russians knew that Osmau 
Pasha's provisions were exhausted and 
Uiat a sortie was preparing. Thej receiv- 
ed tho news on Sunday that he would con- 
centrate his whole army near tho bridge 
over tho river Vid. This news was con- 
arinod during tho night by SkobelofI, who 
discovered that the Turks had silently 
evacuated tho Grivitza roJoubt uud all 
their positions on Green Hill. Gen. 
Skolieleff occupied these at 7 in tho morn- 
ing. .Osman crossed tho Vid by two 
bridges and attacked tho Russian posi- 
tions with such fury that they captured 
eigb.t cannon in a few minutes and almost 
annihilated tlio Liborsky grenadier regi- 
ment. The Turks found themselves under 
the lire of a hundred cannon of the Rus- 
sian second line and wore attacked by the 
grenadiers, who resolved to recapture 
their guns. Tho Turks were driven back 
after a fifteen minutes' bayonet fight, but 
cov.tinued to fire from the shelter of the 
banks of tho Vid until 12:30 p.m., when 
tho firing ceased on both sides and a 
quarter of an hour afterwards Osman sent 
an envoy to treat for surrender. Osman's 
wound ill tho leg is not serious. 

A dispatch from Athens says tho fall of 
Pli!Viia caused demonstrations in favor o^ 
war. A telegram received in Paris says 
tho Clreek cabinet is deliberating on the 
course to be pursued. Tlio King will soon 
start for the camp at Chalsis. 

London, Deo. 12.— A Vienna corres- 
pondent saj'S tho Porta is astounded by 
the fall of Plevna as it was hoped to last 
until Suleiman Pasha would be ablo to 
relievo tho place. The fact that Edheim 
and Mahmoud Damond Pasha still retain 
power is evidence of the disposition to 
negotiate. 

A Berlin special says the policy of Gor 
many .^eeras to be that tho Porto must 
niaku the lirst overtures for ])eace. It is 
liiDUglit very doubtful v.hetlier Russia 
would accept any ofl'er of nuidilalion until 
then. Tbe fall of Plevna is still unknown 
to tbt* Turks generally. The Turkish 
parliament was opened to-day by the.Sul- 
tan. All tbo Turkish digoitariea and 
foreign nmbasf-ndors wore present. Tho 
speech from Iho throne is reserved in 
tone and aliiid' s neither to pence nor 
inediiation. A'o overtures for meditation 
have bean made to any foreign embassies.

EUEOPE. 

BuoHAEEST, Deo. 15. — It is reported it 

has l):'en found necessary to amputate Os- 
man I'a.sha's foot. 

LoNUo.N, D.e. 15. — A Russian ofticial 
disjjatcli. daled Bogot, Doc. 13, says sixty 
battalions of Turks yesterday attacked tho 
forces of Grand Duke Vladimir, directing 
their principal efforts againt the left and 
centre. They attacked Meloka six times; 
but were each time repulsed with great 
loss. At 1 p.m. the laih divi-^iou and 12th 
Iviissinii corps appeared on the scene, and 
utiacking tho Turkson the ilank compelled 
th(!ui, with tho co-operation of the rest of 
the Russians, to retire'upon Krauza, their 
retreat to Japin Oivillli being out off. 
Tbo Grand Duke Vladimer narrowly 
cKcaped a ball. Three thousand Bus 
siiuis wcro killed. ,V Bucharest special 
says a bullol grazed the Gzarovitch's bead 
in this eng.igemcnt. 

CoNST.wNTiNoPLi:, Doc. 15 — M. Crieh- 
tics, Servian agent, has delievered to tho 
Porte Servia's formal declaration of w ar 
againt Turkey and started for Belgrade. 

Jii:i.(il;.\i)r,, Dec. 15. — War wasannounc- 
eil to-day by salvos of artillery. Pi iuoe 
Milan will leavo lor Alexinatz to-morrow. 
Uo has issued a decree proclaiming a state 
of siege unU announcing that public funo 
tionaries who agitate against war will bo 
dixmissed. 

London, Deo. 15. — The Post in a lead- 
ing ed'torial ."ays: "It is understood tbo 
British Cabinet ye.sterda}' had before them 
a (drcular from tho Porto intimating its 
williiigiusH to accept tho mediation of 
Europe. Tho Porte asserts tbattbe guar- 
antees for good govornment furnished in 
the constitution are far more advantageous 
than tho establishment of autononiized 
states, which can only lead to disintegrn- 
tati in of tbe Empire. The Posl, however, 
considers there are no present proiipects 
of the ncoeptanco of mediation as Ger- 
many is hostile thereto, and any offer on 
tbo part of England is not likely to bo 
well received by Rus-ua." 

The Si'"!clnn(iii\'; ijoiulon correHpondont, 
writing (ui Tliursciay, says to-morrow 
Jjord jJuiby will have to anuouncu to his 
colleagues the all-important fact that both 
Bussia and Turkey are anxious to make 
peace.

Huade tho Turki'-li cabinet to invoke the 
mediation of Austria and England. As 
reganh d the conditions of peace ho con- 
sidered tbo political nnd territorial in- 
t(>grily of Turkey indispensible. Tho 
comnmnieatiou adds that Austria will take 
no initiative unless there Hcmns a chance 
of siu'ct'-.s, and so far there have been no
